The first of two public hearings on how 
Lompoc should spend $242,000 in federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
money will be held Tuesday, Oct. 14. at 
7:30 p.m. in the multi-purpose room of 
the Lompoc Public Library. 
The second public hearing will be 
Wednesday, Oct. 29, again at 7:30 p.m. in 
the library room at ¿01 East North Ave. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers said 
the council will decide what projects will 
get the 1976 
money at the Nov. 4 
meeting, or at the latest at the Nov. 18 
meeting. 
The Community Development Block 
Grant Program under the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development was 
started in Jan. 1975 to develop: “ viable 
urban communities, including housing in 
a suitable living environment and ex­ 
panding economic opportunities, prin­ 
cipally for persons of low and moderate 
income. ” 
Lompoc is entitled to a total of about 
$1.8 million under the program over a 
six-year period from 1975 to 1980. 
The money can be used for a wide 
range of projects such as land acquisi­ 
tion. 
neighborhood 
facilities, 
senior 
centers, streets, street lights, parks, 
playgrounds, utilities, loan guarantees 
for rehabilitation of private housing, and 
others. 


The community development money 
cannot be spent for such things for con­ 
struction of government buildings such 
as city halls or sports arenas, a city’s 
operating 
or 
maintenance 
expenses, 
political activities, or new housing con­ 
struction 


The purpose of the two October hear­ 
ings, Wahlers said, is to refresh the 
program in people’s minds and get their 
suggestions for spending the $242,000 the 
city expects to receive for the year 1976.

The Lompoc chapter of the Inter­ 
national Chemical Workers Union is 
more concerned now about asbestosis 
and industrial bronchitis than it is about 
pneumoconiosis at 
the local

Manville Corp. plant. 
This was reported last week by the un­ 
ion’s safety committee when it was 
asked to comment on the findings of a 
new 21-vear x-ray follow-up survey on J- 
M workers. 
Union president Tom McCall and com­ 
mittee members Duke Woodfin, Frank 
T

and 
Frank 
O. 
Watkins, 
however, all indicated they are skeptical 
of the survey which was conducted to 
learn the presence of pneumoconiosis 
among J-M workers 21 years after a 
program was started to strictly control 
diatomaceous dust and the plant. 
Diatomaeeous earth, a marine algae 
that becomes hazardous to human health 
after it has been heated, is mined and 
processed by J-M as well as Grefco Inc 
in Lompoc 
The union's skepticism is based on the 
fact that it was not involved or consulted 
in the survey and that it is unaware 
which worker chest x-rays were used in 
the study The survey was conducted by 
Dr W. Clark Cooper, an occupational 
health 
consultant 
and

George 
Jacobson, a BSC medical professor, and 
financed by J-M

Ford slates 
press confab 


WASHINGTON (UPI ) - President 
Ford 
will 
hold 
a 
news conference 
tonight, the White House announced to­ 
day. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
news conference in the auditorium of the 
Executive Office Building will be availa­ 
ble for live broadcast coverage at 8 p.m. 
EDT. 
Nessen said Ford had been thinking of 
holding the news conference for some 
time The President also will hold a 
question-and-answer 
session 
with 
regional and White House reporters in 
Detroit Friday afternoon. 
Nessen said Ford had no particular an­ 
nouncements. He said negotiations with 
the Soviet Union on U.S. grain sales are 
“ making progress,’’ but “ they do not 
have a signed agreem ent yet.” 
Ford has opened a campaign to sell his 
tax cut program to the American people, 
but Nessen said the President “ thinks his 
plan is clearly understood.” 
The package calls for $28 billion in per­ 
sonal and corporate tax cuts, with an 
equivalent reduction in federal spending 
next fiscal year. 
It will be Ford’s 19th news conference. 
Ford has been holding off on televised 
news conferences while the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
studies 
whether other presidential candidates 
could demand “ equal tim e.” The FCC 
now has ruled the “ equal tim e” provi­ 
sion does not apply to presidential news 
conferences.

to re-evaluate at 10 and 20-vear inter­ 
vals. Diatomaceous earth is only one

There are m aterials 
used there that are as dangerous and 
very little if anything has been said about 
them “ 


Those m aterials, 
he said, 
include 
asbestos, an insidious fibrous mineral 
that can cause a rare form of cancer.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
today easily defeated 
an 
effort to 
prohibit use of U.S. arm ed forces to 
protect 200 American technicians who 
may be stationed in the Sinai to monitor 
the Israeli-Egvptian disengagement ac­ 
cord. 
By a vote of 75-15, the Senate beat back 
the proposed amendment offered by Sen 
Jam es Abourezk. D-S D.. to prohibit use 
of American m ilitary protection 
Abourezk said such m ilitary action 
might draw the United States into a con­ 
frontation with the Soviet Union in the 
volatile Middle East. 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey. D-Minn., 
criticized the proposal, saying the United 
States had an obligation to protect its 
citizens abroad. 
Humphrey told his colleagues during 
floor debate: “ I hope the President has a 
right to protect Americans! I hope so' 
What are we going to say 
Too bad boys 
We got you over there and something 
went wrong, and now die!” ' 
The House Wednesday passed its ver­ 
sion of a resolution approving the dis­ 
patch of U.S. specialists to monitor the 
Sinai disengagement 
Senate leaders are exerting strong 
pressure to get the Senate to adopt iden­ 
tical language, and approve the resolu­ 
tion by 4 p.m. EDT Friday. 
In pressing the Senate to pass the same

ion has never addressed itself to 
Concerning 
the 
safety 
precautions 
taken presently by J-M against asbestos, 
the union president said. “The company 
tells us they are within the law but we 
don t feel the law is strong enough And 
they aren’t 
willing to go one step 
fu rth e r” 
Another possible disease that Dr 
Silipo has brought to the union’s atten­ 
tion is industrial bronchitis, w'hich can 
be caused by any combination of noxious 
gases, dusts and cold weather 
“ This is something new,” said McCall, 
“ something we have never been aware 
of We don’t know for sure if it is a 
problem here ”

OSLO. Norway (UPI) 
The 1975 
Nobel Peace Prize was awarded today to 
Andrei D Sakharov, father of the Soviet 
hydrogen bomb but now a prime oppo­ 
nent of nuclear testing 
The award was announced by the 
Norwegian prize selection committee 
The five member parliamentary panel 
picked Sakharov, who has ako been out­ 
spoken on persecution in the Soviet 
Union, from more than 50 other nomina 
tions when it met today for final con 
sideration 
Sakharov. 54 is a brilliant physicist 
who helped develop the Soviet hydrogen 
bomb which earned him the title of 
the 
father of the Soviet H-bomb ” 
As early as 1958 he began circulating 
memos calling for a ban on nuclear tests 
and in 1961 even personally appealed to 
then Prem ier Nikita S Khrushchev to 
halt Soviet nuclear blasts 


Sakharov s calls went unheeded and on 
Dec 5 1966 he took part in a one-minute 
public vigil for Human Rights Day which 
cost him his job as section chief in the 
Soviet nuclear program 


The Nobel Peace Prize carries an 
award of $122 00 this vear 


His big break in the west came in 1968 
with

of

Peaceful coexistence and 
intellectual 
freedom 
which 
was 
published in the West, but only cir­ 
culated privately m the Soviet Union 


The Senate killed one amendment 54-28 
that would have reaffirmed the 1967 
I mted Nations resolution as the basic 
policy’ for seeking peace in the Middle 
East The one-sided vote indicated the 
Senate would spurn any changes in the 
resolution

Solzhenitsyn was unable to pick up the 
award in Stockholm for fear of being un­ 
able to return to his homeland He finally 
received the honor last December fol­ 
lowing his expulsion from the Soviet 
Union in February 1974

County would be allowed tem­ 
porarily to transfer its State 
Project water entitlements to 
another project purveyor until 
it was in a position to receive 
and distribute Feather River 
water within the county, ac­ 
cording to a project position 
paper that has gotten approval 
of the County Water Agency. 
The extensive position paper 
outlining 
the policy of the 
county in this respect was 
drawn up as a preliminary draft 
by agency engineer-manager

received approval of the agency 
directors as it stands 
It will now be transmitted to

Robie. 
State 
Water 
Resources director, for con­ 
sideration at a special public 
hearing to be conducted by the 
state agency on new aspects of 
the state project at Santa Maria 
City Hall Thursday.

The firing squad executions 
touched off a wave of Spanish 
political violence that resulted 
in six more deaths Wednesday. 
Police fighting off a terrorist 
attack in Barcelona accidental­ 
ly killed two of their own men 
and three civilians. In Madrid, 
a 31-year-old policeman died of 
gunshot wounds he received in a 
guerrilla attack Oct. 1. 
The new deaths brought to 13 
the number of persons killed in 
political violence in the past 
week Nine were policemen 
In Paris, the assistant mili­ 
tary attache at the Spanish em­ 
bassy was seriously wounded 
Wednesday by two gunmen who 
opened fire as he entered his 
home in suburban Boulogne. 
Hospital officials said Capt. 
.Bartolome Garcia Plata Valle 
!was in satisfactory condition to­ 
day after more than eight hours 
of surgery. 
The three jailed priests were 
Enrique de Castro, Jose Maria 
Ballesteros and Francisco Itur- 
gai.

Lung cancer 
is treated 
successfully 


SAN FRANCISCO ( U P I ) - A 
usually 
fatal 
type 
of 
lung 
cancer has been experim entally 
treated with a combination of 
drugs and radiation, a team of 
Indiana 
University scientists 
reported today. 
The cancer, known as “ oat 
cell” or “ sm all cell” cancer of 
the lung, which is normally one 
of the m ost lethal form s of lung 
cancer, w as successfully tre at­ 
ed in 29 patients in the past 
year, 
the 
team 
told 
the 
Am erican Society of Therapeut­ 
ic Radiologists at their annual 
m eeting which opened here to­ 
day. 
Norm ally, reported Dr. N.B. 
Hornback 
of 
the 
Indiana 
University school of medicine, 
“ patients with untreated sm all­ 
cell undifferentiated lung can­ 
cer will succum b to their d is­ 
ease within an average of seven 
w eeks.” 
But. he said, using a com ­ 
bined radiation therapy to the 
affected lung area and brain 
with a combination of the drugs 
Adriamycin, 
Vincristine 
and 
cytoxan, all 29 patients su r­ 
vived for six months, and all but 
two are still living a year and 
eight months after the study 
began.

three-week policy debate, m a­ 
rred by a bitter dispute between 
the United States and Uganda, 
entered its final day today with 
a speech by King Olav V of No­ 
rway.

ssion 
Most foreign m i­ 
nisters have already gone home 
or planned to depart today, le­

from their general proposals. 


The assem bly will continue 
its work in com m ittees until sh­ 
ortly before C hristm as.

sim m ering dispute between the 
United States and U ganda ov­ 
ershadowed the last week of the 
session.

esident Idi Amin, in an address 
to the assem bly, called for the 
“ extinction” of Israel and said 
the United States w as in the 
grip of Zionists. 
U.S. Am­ 
bassador Daniel Moynihan su­ 
bsequently referred to Amin a s 
a “ racist m urderer.” and U.S. 
delegate Clarence Mitchell in- 


directly com pared the Ugandan 
leader to Adolf Hitler 
The White House announced 
Tuesday that President Ford 
fully supports Moynihan’s re­ 
m arks and believes “ A m bassa­ 
dor Moynihan and C larence Mi­ 
tchell said what needed to be 
sa id ” 
N igerian Foreign 
M inister J N. G arba said We­ 
dnesday Amin’s rem arks on Is­ 
rael and the United States were 
m ade in his capacity a s pr­ 
esident of U ganda, not a s head 
of the O rganization of African 
Unity. 
“ I think it will blow ov­ 
e r .” G arba said.

Moynihan “ overreacted” in his

charges that Bunge falsified 
records. 
Also named in the theft con­ 
spiracy indictment were 13 
former 
Bunge 
employes, 
including some executives. 
U.S. Attorney Gerald Galling- 
house said Bunge was commit­ 
ted to implement its affir­ 
mative action program to as­ 
sure compliance with federal 
laws and regulations governing 
the merchandising, inspection, 
grading, weighing, storing, han­ 
dling and shipment of grain. 
The program will be institut­ 
ed at the two Bunge elevators 
named in the indictments, at 
other port elevators in Port­ 
land, Ore.; Astoria, Ore. and 
Philadelphia, and at terminal 
elevators in Kansas City, Kan.;

Nearly 10,000 fewer Americans 
died in traffic accidents in 1974 
because motorists drove less 
and drove slower, according to 
the Department of Transporta­ 
tion.

reduction,

National Highway Traffic Safe­ 
ty Administration said Wednes­ 
day. 
It said the gasoline shortage 
resulting from the Arab oil em­ 
bargo of 1973 and the lower 
speed limit of 55 m.p.h. forced 
Americans to drive fewer miles 
at slower speeds.

The Wall looms 
as big hurdle 
for Cincy Reds

BOSTON (UPI) — The Cincinnati Reds could wind up 
butting their heads against the wall the same way the 
Oakland A’s did Same wall, too 
Chances are they will, because outside of Merv Retten- 
mund and Terry Crowley (both of whom used to be with 
Baltimore) the rest of the Reds never have had any ex­ 
perience with, or even have seen. The Wall 
The Reds’ scouts probably have told them the A s were 
beaten as much by The Wall in the American League's 
first two playoff games here last Saturday and Sunday as 
they were by Luis Tiant and Carl Yastrzemski. If their 
scouts didn’t tell them that. Sal Bando could 
“The Wall cut down our power, our speed and our 
pitching efficiency." said the A’s’ captain-third baseman 
“ A number of the balls we hit The Wall with would’ve 
gone out anywhere else. Our speed also was cut down 
because The Wall allowed their outfielders to play in 
close And when our pitchers wanted to make certain 
good pitches, they knew they could still be hurt because 
the Boston hitters could hit The Wall with them ." 
All this by Sal Bando wasn’t sour grapes Personally, he 
did all right with the Wall, hitting it four times for as 
many base hits in Sunday’s defeat, yet he as well as other 


members of the A’s felt The Wall had ruined them 
Reds’ manager Sparky Anderson never has been inside 
Fenway Park, so the only thing he knows about The Wall 
is what he has read about it or what he has seen of it on 
tv He realizes it could be the key to this World Series. 
Taking a pencil and piece of paper on his desk after his 
club wrapped up the pennant in Pittsburgh Tuesday night, 
the Reds’ m anager drew a rectangle which was supposed 
to represent The Wall. 


“ I've never seen it. so I don't know what to expect.” he 
said, “ but what I understand is that you have to bring 
your center fielder in like this anytime a ball is hit off the 
wall and bring your shortstop back this way, like a trap 
play in football.“ 


Roughly speaking, that's the way to play balls that hit 
The Wall. Except for one minor detail 
They don't always bounce back the same way. They 
take some tricky carom s som etim es and. every time they 
do. you have a picture of outfielders and infielders on the 
opposing club going in six different directions, all trying 
to chase down the ball 
The Wall is 37 feet high, but only the lower 12 feet is 


made of concrete with the upper portion made of metal­ 
like sheets all riveted together If the ball hits the con­ 
crete portion, it bounces back one way; if it strikes the 
upper portion, it comes back another way. With his back 
to The Wall, the left fielder can't always be sure what 
part of The Wall the ball will hit 


Complicating m atters is the fact that there is a reces­ 
sed ladder built into The Wall so that someone can climb 
up it and retrieve those balls hit into the nets above 
There is also a scoreboard built into The Wall The 
scoreboard has grooves where the numbers are posted 
and you can imagine what happens any time a ball hits 
one of these grooves. 
Rival outfielders, and some opposing third basemen 
and shortstops as well, invariably have trouble with The 
Wall, especially the first time they come up against it. 


Among the Reds. Pete Rose probably is most anxious 
for a look at it Positive thinker that he is. he feels The 
Wall might work out to some advantage for a couple of 
the Reds' lefthanded hitters like Ken Griffey and Cesar 
Geronimo — and even himself when he’s hitting from that 
side of the plate 


Rare air at 
Pan Am Games 
no problem 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — Mexico City’s 
7,500-foot altitude, feared before the 1968 
Olympics, has lost its scare for athletes 
in the 1975 Pan American Games. 


Before the '68 Olympics, the first big

themselves are the long-distance run­ 
ners going more than a mile, a handful of 
swimmers going more than 400 m eters 
and

in

sports like soccer.

police officers. 
A lot of the celebrants were drinking beer and empty beer cans were hurled 
toward the huge, lighted fountain on the square. Firecrackers popped regular­ 
ly 
The crowd finally began wandering away shortly after the last player 
was introduced at about 4 a.m ., but the cans, bottles and litter left behind gave 
streetcleaners verv little reason to relish the Reds’ success.

USPS under the gun 


Inefficiency! 
Inadequate 
service! Too high rates! All 
characteristics of a business 
on the downhill slide to obli­ 
vion Unless, of course, that 
business happens to be the 
U.S. Postal Service. 
Prior 
to 
the 
Postal 
Reorganization Act of 1970, 
the 
Postal 
Service 
was 
managed by Congress, and 
none too efficiently either. For 
that reason, the Postal Service 
was 
made 
“ independent,” 
with experienced managers 
from the world of business be­ 
ing hired to run the service 
like a business. Unfortunately, 
that goal 
has 
not 
been 
achieved, and the whole USPS 
may shortly 
undergo 
yet 
another reorganization. 
Rep. David Henderson, a 
Democrat 
from 
North 
Carolina and chairman of the 
House Post Office and Civil 
Service 
Committee, 
said 
recently that from the stand­ 
point of a public evaluation of 
the Postal Service, “ we must 
concede that the level of ser­ 
vice has gone down while rates 
have gone up.” 


Too, 
Henderson 
stated 
that “ We simply have not had 
the type of top management 
operating in the Postal Service 
that we envisioned when we 
adopted the Act.” 
While managers have tried 
to orient the service toward a 
more 
business-like 
at­ 
mosphere, the apparent goals 
of profit and sales, which are 
so important to business, are 
not relevant to the Postal Ser­ 
vice. On the other hand, per­ 
sonnel management and labor 
relations are relevant to the 
successful operation of the 
Postal Service, and Henderson 
feels 
any 
reorganization 
should have as its basic goal 
the hiring of managers skilled 
in those areas. 
We 
agree 
with 
Rep. 
Henderson that a better im­ 
plementation of current per­ 
sonnel toward achieving not a 
profit but efficiency in opera­ 
tion would seem the priority 
here. We wish the Congress 
well in its undertaking, and 
hope that if rates go up after 
any forthcoming reorganiza­ 
tion, then efficiency will too. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


Martin Luther King 


WASHINGTON - Associates of the 
late Dr Martin Luther King Jr. have 
asked us to investigate the F B I’s smear 
charges against him and to publish our 
honest findings. His widow, they say, 
hopes we will clear his name. 
We have found that the FBI sometime 
after 1964 began leaking stories about 
Dr King’s alleged sex­ 
ual exploits and sup­ 
posed Communist ties 
The 
leaks 
were 
ordered personally by 
the 
late 
J 
ISdgar 
Hoover 
who 
had 
developed 
a 
fierce 
hatred for the black 
leader 
Hoover began the 
smear campaign after 
learning in advance 
that Dr King would 
get 
the 1964 Nobel 
peace prize The selection was reported 
to the late FBI chief in a secret memo 
from his intelligence network. He was so 
infuriated that he scrawled words of out­ 
rage on the memo in blue pencil, we 
were told. 
Not long afterwards. Hoover was 
visited by Atlanta’s police chief, Herbert 
Jenkins, who was then president of the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 
Suddenly, out of context, 
Hoover 
blurted that he had three enemies whom 
he hated more than anyone else in the 
world He identified them as his former 
deputy Quinn Tamm. ex-Atty, Gen. 
Robert Kennedy and Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr 
The dumbfounded Jenkins later en­ 
countered his friend. Dr Martin Luther 
King Sr . on the streets of Atlanta. 
Jenkins took the occasion to warn the old 
man pointedly that “ Junior better be on 
the alert It may be that the FBI is look­ 
ing into him and they look pretty 
thoroughly. ” 
Indeed, the FBI kept the civil rights 
crusader under surveillance and even 
bugged his hotel suites Then the FBI 
used the information to start a whisper­ 
ing campaign against him At the urging 
of his associates, we have now checked 
into the stories that the F B I spread about 
him Here are our findings: 
Did Dr King have secret Communist 
connections? He was in touch with a 
known Communist attorney in New York 
City, who tried to influence his civil 
rights campaign 
However. Dr. King 
never let the Communists take over his 
movement and remained a staunch anti- 
Commumst 
He eventually accepted some of the at­ 
torney's anti-Vietnam War views. But 
those who knew Dr King agree he was 
motivated by humanity, not ideology 
Did the FBI tape a sex orgy, involving 
Dr King, at Washington’s old Willard 
Hotel? Witnesses who were with him at 
the Willard recall that he used some 
ribald language but indulged in no sexual 
acts 
There was evidence on the tape, ac­ 


cording to those who heard it. that sexual 
intercourse occurred. But Dr King was 
not one of the lovers. The man’s voice 
was identified as that of an acquain­ 
tance. 
Did Dr King while in Norway to ac­ 
cept the Nobel peace prize, chase a 
woman through an Oslo hotel? Rumors 
of the hot pursuit were whispered around 
Washington by the FBI. 
Witnesses recall that some supporters 
of I)r King let their jubilation get out of 
hand, brough prostitutes into the hotel 
and raised a ruckus. The witnesses 
remember clearly that King was not 
among them but. on the contrary, tried 
to quiet the celebration. 
Did Dr King carry on a romance with 
the wife of a Los Angeles dentist? To 
check out this F B I report, we spoke 
directly, with both the dentist and his 
wife. Both agreed that she was Dr. 
King’s close friend but not his lover. 
Thus the F B I’s attempt to besmirch 
the great civil rights leader, as Dr. King 
himself predicted before his martyrdom, 
has backfired against the FBI. 
Footnote: Neither Dr Martin Luther 
King Sr. nor Herbert Jenkins would com­ 
ment about the incidents involving them. 
But our sources had direct knowledge of 
the incidents. 
They also told about another warning 
which Jenkins gave to Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr before a dangerous visit to 
Alabama “ Don’t go toAlabamaor they’ll 
kill you,” urged the Atlanta police chief. 
The black leader replied quietly: “ If 
that’s the Lord’s w ill.” On Apnl 4, 1968, 
still guided by the Lord’s will, he was as­ 
sassinated in Memphis. Tenn 
INTERPO L INVESTIGATION: A con­ 
fidential Senate memo raises questions 
about the use of F B I data, which is dis­ 
tributed to dictatorships through Inter­ 
pol, the international police agency. 
The staff memo, addressed to Sen.

The stern law 
is 
aimed at a menace at 
the root of related 
crime as addicts use

get a fix. In New York 
City and other urban areas, the plague of 
hard drugs is tangible evidence of the 
breeding grounds of crime 
But even more serious as reflected in 
the headlines in each day’s newspaper is 
the alienation of the young The two 
women who attempted to assassinate 
President Ford are only extreme exam­ 
ples of what this alienation can mean 
Lynette 
Fromme 
and 
Sara Jane 
Moore may in fact be more nearly men­ 
tal derelicts, hardly rational as a result 
of drugs or a completely erratic and un­ 
disciplined life. Their ideological content 
is little more than gibberish. 
It is the several hundred, or perhaps 
several thousand, young full of hatred 
toward the system and determined to br­ 
ing it down who are the real threat. 
Operating under a variety of names such 
as the Weather Men they have set off a 
series of bombs from one end of the 
country to the other. 
Either they have not been caught or 
when apprehended they have more often 
than not slipped through the loopholes of 
the law 
In his bland utterances. President 
Ford seems to have no understanding of 
the condition that has set so many of the 
young against all order and stability. The 
time has come for him to stop rushing 
out into crowds as he flies around the 
country. Under present circumstances 
that is incitation to violence and it serves 
no useful purpose to brand northern 
California as the kook capital of the 
country. 
The President must cool it The least 
of his obligations is to diagnose the 
sickness afflicting so many of those who 
out of background, privilege and educa­ 
tion should be the best and the brightest 
The responsibility, it is hardly neces­ 
sary to add. is not his alone Press and 
television have a great deal to answer 
for as they give notoriety to the Lynette 


Frommes and the Sara Jane Moores 
The Fatty Hearst case has become an 
obsession and promises to continue so as 
her trial — or series of trials — go on into 
the indefinite future. Her lawyers are 
only too happy to exploit the appetite for 
sensation that grows with each new loud­ 
ly heralded development. 
This preoccupation with crime is an 
enormous distraction at a moment when 
the gravest problems face this country. 
In his address in San Francisco to the 
Council on World Affairs, President 
Ford proposed a remarkable and far 
reaching $100 billion plan for energy 
development and control. Whatever the 
merits of the plan it deserves serious 
consideration. 
Yet with the report of a revolver in the 
hands of a woman seeking the kind of 
notoriety accorded Fromme, it might 
have been dropped in the bay. 
One sensation follows another. One of 
Patty Hearst’s counsel presents an af­ 
fidavit in court that she is said to have 
written and then proceeds to read it 
aloud on television. The prosecuting at­ 
torney permits a school girlfriend to 
her. tapes their conversation and then 
makes a transcript of their conversation 
public. 
This is not the law but a circus. You 
cannot blame her anguished parents, the 
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Randolph Hearsts. for trying to insure 
that she has a fair trial. They have gone 
through 19 months of hell as she evaded 
the FB I and the police around the 
country. 
They have now brought in as counsel 
F. 
Lee 
Bailey 
whose 
flamboyant 
courtroom tactics have been turned on in 
other sensational cases when newspaper 
headlines seemed almost as important 
as the deliberations of the jury. That 
may be one way of fighting fire with fire, 
but it is doubtful whether it will con­ 
tribute to the olderly processes of 
justice. 
In all this the ordinary citizen must 
feel a sense of helplessness. Three weeks 
ago. San Francisco had a police strike 
with striking policemen walking the 
picket line many with arms that they 
scarcely concealed The strike ended 
with Mayor Joseph Alioto granting their 
demand for a 13 per cent pay increase. 
Was that the answer for law and 
order? In the hugger mugger over the as­ 
sassination attempts, no one here seems 
to believe it. The precautions taken for 
the President on his visit were faulty to 
say the least. The Secret Service has 
much to account for. 
But the root causes go deeper than an 
erratic and perhaps deranged woman fir­ 
ing a pistol at the chief executive.

Dear Sir: 
For all too many years, we in law en­ 
forcement have watched the California 
State legislature produce new laws 
which benefit the criminal minority, 
rather than the average law-abiding 
citizen. 


There now appears to be new hope that 
this trend is being turned around in favor 
of the majority. 


This new hope comes in the form of 
Senate Bills 278 and 268 Senators George 
Deukmejian. Robert Presley, and Alan 
Robbins introduced SB278, and it was co­ 
authored by Assemblymen Mike D. An­ 
tonovich, Waddie Deddeh. and Bill Mc- 
Vittie This bill mandates that probation 
or suspended sentences shall not be 
granted to criminal offenders convicted 
of using a firearm during the commis­ 
sion of the crimes of murder, assault 
with intent to commit murder, robbery, 
kidnaping, burglary of the first degree, 
forcible rape, or to any person previous­ 
ly convicted of one of the aforemen­ 
tioned crimes and subsequently con­ 
victed of any felony while armed with a 
firearm. 
Senator 
Alan 
Robbins 
introduced 
SB268. which prohibits granting proba­ 
tion or a suspended sentence to any 
person with prior convictions who is 
found guilty of possessing for sale, sell­ 
ing, or offering to sell one-half ounce or 
more of any substance containing heroin. 
This bill was co-authored by Senators 
Omer 
Rains, 
George 
Deukmejian, 
Robert Presley, and Assemblymen Mike 
Antonovich and Art Torres. 
Some citizens seem to be surprised 
that criminals committing these crimes 
weren’t going to prison before, but state 
statistics show that a very large per cent 
were not. 


I believe these legislators and Gover- 
Edmund G. Brown. Jr.. who signed both 
bills, have taken a giant step in returning 
to the philosophy that crime will be con­ 
trolled when justice is swift, criminals 
are held responsible for their acts, and 
there is a serious penalty for comntitting 
violent crimes. 


We may need to build some new 
prisons, but a few more efforts like this 
and people will be able to walk the 
streets safely again, as they should in a 
free society.

All of us who think of water affairs, 
and this reporter does through his 
coverage of the city water commi^ion 
and the water district board of directors, 
probably err in not reminding readers 
that the development of water resources 
takes years if not a lifetime to ac­ 
complish.

When this reporter arrived on the 
Lompoc scene in 1967, the talk was of ef­ 
forts to complete an engineering study of 
Lompoc Project. The project called fora 
dam at the Narrows, southeast of the 
city for capturing floodwaters of the 
Santa Ynez River. It was about a year 
later or so when the roof caved in so to 
speak. With all the individuals, govern­ 
ment. 
private 
and 
newspaperwise 
focused on questions surrounding the 
project, it fell to the lot of this reporter 
to hear the fateful words portending the 
end. 
It was during a meeting of Lompoc 
Water Commission. The proceedings 
were about as dull and uneventful as they 
could be. It seemed at that moment that 
it was going to be tough to get enough out 
of the meeting for more than a couple of 
lean paragraphs. Then it happened. One 
commissioner was speaking. His voice 
trailed off. dropped to nothing, as a mat­ 
ter of fact. But my ears picked up a word 
or two. something about the federal in­ 
terest rate on loans. Later, the commis­ 
sioner amplified on the remark. Seems 
the federal interest rate had been raised 
about a point or was it three-quarters of 
a point If that was true and at that mo­ 
ment I was skeptical, I wondered why no 
one else was aware of the fact. It didn't 
take a financial wizard to know that the 
increase of the interest rate by even a 
fraction of one per cent, would add 
millions of dollars to the already inflated 
estimates of construction costs 


The next morning I called Phil Macias, 
field deputy for the Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion. but found him on vacation It was 
the Bureau that was handling field recon­ 
naissance work on Lompoc Project and 
Macias was in charge. If any one could 
be calculated to know what was happen­ 
ing it would be Macias Under ordinary 
circumstances 1 would have had to wait 
until he returned to his office, but his 
secretarv was so disturbed bv mv in­ 


quiry that fateful morning that she got 
through to him by phone. He called back 
in a couple of hours and the conversation 
lasted only a couple of minutes. Macias 
wasn't aware of the increase in the in­ 
terest rate, was a little miffed in ad­ 
vance of confirmation, and blurted out: 
“ If that’s true, it’ll push the Lompoc 
Project to the point of being financially 
unfeasible.” He was unhappy, later 
about that quote, said I had caught him 
off guard, but he couldn’t deny it. As it 
turned out the Lompoc Project went 
down hill from there. There were a few 
more years sprinkled with resolutions by 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District board of directors, and by other 
individuals and agencies, but in the end it 
was that federal interest rate increase, 
revealed so casually that fateful day that 
proved too tough to surmount. When the 
cost benefit ratio gets near 1:1. it’s im­ 
possible to win voter approval for an ex­ 
pensive project. 
Lake Casitas or by its more accurate 
title. The Ventura River Project, took 
about a decade to achieve as far as voter 
and constituent approval is concerned If 
my memory serves me. it was a reversal 
of its position by Standard Oil. overnight 
from opposition to approval that spelled 
the big difference. 
Now. Lompoc Project is dead and the 
talk these days is of imported or sup­ 
plementary water. It is good for the 
public to be reminded that it will take 
another year or so for the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency to make up its 
mind whether it wants state project 
water or not and how much and when, or 
if it wants water from some other 
source. As most readers know, the 
county has an entitlement of 57.700 acre 
feet of state water deliverable on a sl­ 
iding scale over the years. 
Actual 
delivery would begin later in this century. 
if at all. 
Probably as a result of these time ele­ 
ments. some among us are urging 
swifter 
action
